Women's Day celebrations grow 


NEW YORK (LNS) -- International Wom- 
en's Day will be celebrated thi s year on 
March 8 and 9, with marches, demon- 
strations, fairs and presentations. 

On March 8, 1857, women garment 
and textile workers demonstrated on the 
Lower East Side of New York City against 
their oppressive working conditions, 

The steam-powered sewing *aachine, 
developed in the 1850's, had moved 
clothing manufacture from the home to 
the factory. Sweatshops proliferated. 
Women, men and children, easily in- 
timidated and isolated because they 
didn't know English, worked long hours 
under unsafe conditions in dark crowded 
tenements. And of course, women and 
children were paid less than men. 

The women decided to march tow- 
ard a wealthy neighborhood nearby, to 
"shame the rich". However when the 

rocession got out of the slums they 
ived and worked in, the march was 
violently dispersed by the police. Some 
women were trampled and others arrest- 
ed. Three years later, in March, 1860, 
these women formed their own union. 

In the years 1990-1910, the number 
of women workers in. the US doubled 
from 4,000,000 to 8, 000, 000.

"This was certainly the first show 
of militancy by the working women, 
Men stayed home with their children 
for a change and their ‘wives, the cap- 
tive housewives went to meetings. " 
Thirty thousand took part inthe largest 
street demonstrations. 

On International Women's Day in 
1917 in Russia, women marched in St. 


bread against the advice of all organized ' 


political groups, The women had decid- 
ed to go on strike. 

According to Sheila Rowbotham in 
Women, Resistance and Revolution: 


“When the women sent delegations to 
the factories, thousands came out and 
were joined by working class and middle 
class housewives who were affected by 
the shortage of food and high prices. 
The Army was called out but did not 
fire on the women. Encouraged by their 
success workers came out onto the streets 
in great numbers the following day." 

The women's demonstrations began 
the February REvolution (March 8 was 
February 23 on the old Russian calendar) 
which overthrew the Czarist governinent 
and led to the Bolshevik Revolution 
eight montis later. 

In 1970 on Internatim al Women's 
Day, 13 Tupamaro women in Uruguay. 
escaped from the prison in which they 
were being held. 

Internaitional Women's Day has 
been observed over the years mostly by 
socialist countries. In 1969, however, 
feminists in the United States rediscov- 
ered International Women's Day. It 
has been celebrated every year since

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Fulton Frederickson, manager of 
the U of A Students’ Union's Housing 
Union Building (HUB) has resigned amid 
flying rumours of conflict of interest. 

"Mr. Frederickson’ s resignation 
is effective immediately, " said Students’ 
Union general manager Darrel Ness in 
a telephone interview last Friday. 

"I received Mr. Frederickson’ s 
resignation on Monday (Feb, 25), " said 
Ness, 

When asked whether or not Freder- 
ickson' s resignation was directly linked 
with the conflict of interest charges first 
reported inNPOUNDMAKER' s Feb, 18-24 
edition, Mr. Ness said that he could not 
offer any comment on that at the present 
time but that "I will be making a report 
on the question to the Students’ Council 
Monday mee (March 4), The whole 
matter will be cleared up then, " 

It is alledged that, while the main- 
tenance firm Scandinavian Janitors was 
under contract to'service HUB from Aug- 
ust 1972 to August 1973, Frederickson 
was receiving monthly cheques valued 
at $100 from the firm. 

The question was originally raised 
in a Students’ Council meeting on Feb, 
11 by Science Rep Jim Talbot. 

"I want a public statement about 
it," said Talbot last Friday. Presumably 
this will be Ness’s submission to the 
council tonight, 

When asked whether or not he

Chile's junta compared to Hitler's Nazis 


OTTAWA (CUP) -- The special Chilean 
Immigration Program will admit 600 to 
800 people to Canada, Immigration 
Minister Robert Andras announced Feb, 

275 refugees have already arrived in 
Canada, Another 302 have received 
final authorization and will immigrate 
in the next few months, 

As of Feb, 20, another 592 are await- 
ing the results of background and medi - 
cal checks, 

According to Immigration Department 
figures then, the fates of 33 to 200 vic- 
tims of the military junta are now being 
scrutinized for their * eligibility’ to 
bea me landed immigrants in Canada. 

The Immigration Department said 

in 4 press release on Feb. 25 that 1,654 
refugees made “special applications” 
to come to Canada. It should be noted 
that "special applications refer mainiy 
to people from other Latin American 
countries who immigrated to Chile and 
found themselves in an ie rie dan- 
erous situation when the Allende gov- 


ernment was overthrown by the military 
coup on Sept. 4, 

These agus co uot take into account 

ileans who supported Allende 

and then found themselves deprived of 
employment and subject to arrest when 
the generals took over, Some reports 
indicate as many as 1000 applications a 
day were received by the special imm- 
——_ officers sent from Canada to the 

antiago embassy, 


Canadian immigration officers from 
Chile reported on Feb, 10, they were 
swamped by applications from potential 
immigrants and termed the € sit- 
uation an "administrative crisis of major 
proportions’ ;" 

Apparently ped Canadian -government 
has soved this crisis quite simply. They 
have placed a ceiling of 600 to 800 on 
applications to be approved and have 
announced: “immigration staff (in Chile) 
will be reduced on March 1, " 

Andras said of the 1,654 “special” 
applications already processed, 300 
people have been found “inadmissable .. . 
under Canadian law, " 


An Immigration Department spokes- 
person when questioned said that "inad- 
missable under Canadian law" could 
refer to a number of things, "We have 
to take into account not only security 
reason, "he said. “There are also health 
and economic reasons why they cannot 
be admitted to our country. " 

"Take for example an application that 
passed by my desk the other day, _ It 
was from an old man, a worker with a 
wife and three children. He would be 
unable to find a job here in Canada 
easily, " : 

His appkication was refused even 
though he may have voted for Allende 
or supported him thus being fired from 
his job Chole. 

In such cases, the "humanitarian" re - 
sponse of the Canadian government 
which was so well publicized in the case 
of Hungarian refugges has been suspended, 

Of the other 3, 000 applicants "who 
are inadmissable" under Canadian law, 
the Immigration department has nothing 
to say. 

Reports from refugees newly arrived in 
Canada bring news of exit taxes imposed 
2 the junta, The basic tax is $470-- 
$285 to get out of the country, $60 air- 
port tax and $125 for a passport. The 
average wage of a Chilean worker is 
$45 a mont! 

Professionals who face unemployment 
and imprisonment under the new laws 
must pay an exit tax of, on the average, 
$11, 000, 

Meanwhile, as Canadian government 
officials were making their decisions 
regarding the fates of thousands of 
Chileans, M, Hortensia Allende was 
speaking to the United Nations Human 
Rights Commission and asking them to 
condemn the junta for "genocidal re- 
pression”. . 

She said the Human Rights Commission 
could save "from imprisonment or 
death many Chileans who are now 
bei ng persecuted with a cruelty onl 
comparable to that exercised by Hitler,*s 
Nazis, " 

The Canadian government has de- 
clared the crisis is over and "the most 
urgent cases have dealt with, " 
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WASHINGTON (LNS) -- South Africa's 
Minister of Information completed a sec- 
ret two-week visit to the US at the end 
of January in which he met with high 
level Pentagon officials, Vice President 
Gerald Ford, and other well-placed poli- 
tical officials. 

The Defense Department has confirm- 
ed that Dr. Cornelius Mulder met with 
Vice Admiral Ray Peet, the senior officer 
for International Security Affairs while in 
the United States. Peet's office nego-

Thomas Morgan of the House Foreign

territories of Angola and Mozambique, 
Rhodesia and South-West Africa, Other 
proposals involve support for commercial 
development and medical programs with- 
in Portuguese claimed areas that the 
guerilla movements have liberated, 


_ Conservative factions withing the 
Canadian business world reacted with out- 
rage’ to Canadian government support 
of liberation movements and urged the 
government to reconsider. 

Many Canadian newspaper editors 
published editorials and letters to the 
editor opposing the humanitarian assist- 
ance program and pressure groups have 
joined with foreign diplomats to lobb 
against the program on Parliament Hill 

The decision to make grants to the 
African movements signalled a change 
in Canadian foreign policy first outlined 
at the Commonwealth meetings in Ot- 
tawa last August and reaffirmed by Sharp 
at the United Nations in September. 

Sharp said then that Canada recog-

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Claire Culhane: 


In the sixties Noam Chomsky wrote 
the article, "The Responsibility of the 
Intellectuals", in which he argued that 
because of the availability of the infor- 
ma tion and of their ready access to it, 
intellectuals bore a greater responsibility 
for their country’s actions than others. 

Chomsky was talking specifically 
of the Vietnam war, but his arguments 
can readily be applied to other issues. 

I have my reservations about Chomsky's 
view, simply because it seems to me 
that intellectuals are as much a result 
of their historical past as anyone else, 
and are as likely to be reactionary and 
intolerant. ‘ 

Nevertheless, the article is strange-: 
ly compelling, especially when one 
realises that an acquaintance with it 
removes at least the defense which mi- 
ght otherwise be invoked, namely the 
argument from ignorance. 

Over the last three weeks or so I 
have had occasion to remind myself of 
Chomsky's article, when I experienced 
first hand the incredible complacency 
and ignorance of certain of the faculty 
and administrative staff at the U of A. 

In the first of a two-part article I 
shall consider the departmental response 
to the visit by Claire Culhane to Ed- 
monton. Next week I shall discuss the 
recent series of lectures given by the 
visiting French scholar, Mikel Dufrenne. 
I shall argue that in both instances cef- 
tain staff members at the U of A dis- 
played a complacency, arrogance and 
ignorance incongruent with the privil- 
eged position they enjoy and that either 
they must relinquish this position or 
else accept the responsibility Chomsky 

. charges them with, 

For if I am right, contra Chomsky, 
-in ee that the responsibility 
‘of intellectuals is no greater than any- 
one else's, except to the extent that 
they read Chomsky’s article and thus 
cannot any longer maintain the false 
stand of neutrality, then they cannot 


ye me any privilege not enjoyed by 
others, ? 

Either way involves an end to com- 
placency, an end to ignorance and a 
start to some kind of positive practice 
on their part. 


Last week I wrote in a report of 
amazing Hovel benefit, that those 
who are most sincere are often the 
last to get a hearing. 

Claire Culhane is one of the most 
sincere people I know and she has 
been trying, ever since her return 
from Vietnam in 1968, to get her re- 
port on what she experienced there, 
accepted and considered by the Cana- 
dian government. 

From the response I received from 
certain departments at the U of A 
prior to her Edmonton visit, the same 
callous disregard exists here as well. 

Claire's report concerned the extent 
to which the Canadian government's 
so-called aid programme to Vietnam 
was complicit in promoting the war 
effort of the U. S, there, 

She has recently returned from a 
visit to both the Nerth and the South, 
and found evidence that showed that 
Canada is still complicit in this re- 

ard and has not even begun to fulfill 
its obligation to give aid to the North! 

In order to get as wide a hearing as 
possible for Claire I endeavoured to 
get endoresements for a talk and dis- 
cussion by her from certain of the Un- 
iversity departments,

Dr. Alan Dobbs of the Psychol 
Department could not understand 
relevancy of such a discussion, even 
though, as I pointed out to him, psy- 
chological warfare, as with many 
other weapons, had been used on an 
unprecedented scale in Vietnam by 
the U.S. 

And, of course, psychological war- 
fare is predicated on the work, and 
at times with the full support, of psy- 
choloe*sts, But, Dobbs pointed out, 
though the psychologist as private citi- 
zen might be interested, as a profes- 
sional he would only be interested in 
what trained psychologists had to say, 
and Claire Culhane was not one of 
these, was she? 

What Claire could do however, 
which many a trained psychologist 
could not, wouldbe to report first- 
hand, on the consequences of the work 
of certain such professionals. 

Dobbs eventually admitted that her 
talk might just fit into the area of po- 
litical psychology, an area not cover- 
ed by his department but rather by the 
political science department. 

Professor J. P, Meekison, chairman 
of political science, said I should 
write, giving full details, to Professor 
T. Pocklington, for he was in charge 
of a new committee, set up to dea 
with just such things. : 

I wrote as suggested, but have yet 
to receive any reply either from Pock- 
lington or anyone else in that depart- 
ment , 

Someone else committed to the 
schizophrenic “private citizen--pro- 
fessional" view of the intellectual, is 
Charles Hobart, chairman of the soci- 
ology department.

FRELIMO, 1969 


Not without some undue hesitation, 

I approached the Dar Es Salaam Head- 
quarters of FRELIMO (the liberation move- 
ment for Mozambique, which is current- 
ly —* to free its country from Port- 
uguese colonial rule) 

It was August 25, 1973, and a Jon 
awaited interview with a FRELIMO offi- 
cial was about to materialize, 

As I waited in the outer office, I 
could not help but notice the iron- barred 
windows and doors which surrounded me: 
a grim reminder of the assasination of 
Dr, Eduardo Mondlane (first leader of 
FRELIMO) which had taken place in 
that same office, some four years before. 

After a short wait, I was escorted 
into a small back office, by a young 
soft-spoken Mozambican who gave his 
name as Zachariah Kupela, and stated 
himself to be “a militant with FRELIMO". 
He explained that he was currently ~~ 
working in Tanzania for FRELIMO, in 
the area of foreign affairs; but that he 
had “of course” spent the past few years 
as a freedom fighter inside Mozambique. 

Most of the oe information 
has been taken directly from that inter- 
view.

> PYierto iropean "discovery" 
of Southern Africa, there flourished a 
number of wealthy African trading civil- 
izations all along the eastern coast.

With the military advantage which 
gun powder offered the Portuguese, the 
coastal cities were plundered and even- 
tually destroyed, It is interesting to 
note however, that due to the deter- 
mined resistance of the African people, 
the Portuguese were not able to firmly 
take. control until 1918, 


Colonialism Under I 
n 1926, Antonio Salazar became 

the new dictator of Portugal, stating 
he planned to create the “Estado Novo" 
(based on the model of Mussolini" s 
Italy), : 
Salazar immediately took steps to 
tighten Portugal’ s stranglehold on its 
three colonies (Mozambique, Angola, 
and Guinea Bissau/Cape Verde Islands). 

Citizens were classified as either 
"civilized" (i.e. white-skinned) or 
“uncivilized” (i, e. black-skinned), 
Those of the “uncivilized” category 
were denied the right to organize any * 
mode of self-defense for themselves 
(whether political, social, or cultural), 
They were also denied any and all right 
to participate in government. 

I asked Zachariah Kupela what forms 
colonial rule takes, and what this means 
for his people. He replied: 

"The Portuguese do not abide by the 
democratic way of life, not even in 
Portugal. The people have no right to 
decide for their future. It is the 30 or 
so ruling families who decide this ... “ 

"In Mozambique it is very bad. The 
Portuguese regime has done nothing for 
the people; there is very little medical 
service or education, H% of the people 
in my country are illiterate -- that is 
what the Portuguese regime has done 
for them. " 

"In the "occupied" zones, that is, 
the areas occupied by Portugal, there 
exists forced labour camps. This means 
to take the people by force from their 
homes and families to work on the for- 
eigners' (and the Portuguese) plantations; 
or to work by force to construct the 
roads, . 

"There are areas where the Portuguese 
regime has forbidden the cultivation of 
anything other than cotton, For instance, 
some time before the people were able 
to grow their own subsistance crops 
(maize, rice, cassava), but now they 
must produce only cotton -- cotton, 
which is sent to Portugal to the factories 
there, and for the sole benefit of the 
ga, me : 

"This means tha t our people are still 
aay Be misery. Even though they work 
very hard, it renders nothing for them . 
Further, 100, 000 people yearly are ex- 
ported to the South African mines to 
work, So many pa are returning 
mutilated from the explosions in the 
mines, others return diseased because 
of the very bad conditions in which they 
must work. And yet they do not get 
any compensation for this, In fact, the 
people are not ae directly the 
money from the South Africans, But 
instead, the money goes to the Portuguese 
regime, and then after the miners have 
returfied back to Mozambique, they 
receive only some of that money... < 
many people, too, are being exported 
to Rhodesia to work on the tobacco 
plantations -- not only men and women, 
but children too, " 


Armed Struggle Begins

And, time and time again, in my dis- 
cussions with FRELIMO militants it was 
emphasized to me that FRELIMO was 
not anti- white, but rather that it wished 
to restore democratic rights to all peo- 
ple -- Black and White alike, 

Or, in the words of Zachariah Kup- 
ela; “Our objective is to struggle against 
those forces which act to suppress our - 
people -- the Administration, the Sec- 
ret Police, and the Army -- not the 
Portuguese civilians, but rather, the 
Portuguese colonial regime, " 

Life in the Liberated Areas 
ughly 25% of Mozambique is 

“liberated territory". Or in other words, 
FRELIMO. now effectively controls some 
200, 000 sq. km. north of the Zambezi 
River, and is responsible for the lives 
of some 1, 200, 000 people who are cur- 
se living there. 

nder the auspices of FRELIMO, 
life within the freed areas is democrat- 
ically governed, with elections taking 
place on the village, regional and pro- 
vincial levels, FRELIMO also conducts 
literacy and medical training programs; 
with the freedom fighters playing an 
active role not only in fighting but also 
teaching people to read and write, and 
in helping to cultivate the fields and har- 
vest the crops, 

For it is the aspiration of FRELIMO 
that its "promise of a better life" for 
the people of Mozambique might be rea- 
lized even tn the midst of warfare, 


Almost all agricultural production 
and marketing is carried out through a 
series of locally-run cooperatives, Feed: 


‘ing the people however, is still a diffi- 


‘cult task, and malnutrition is a major 
problem. This is mainly due to the 
widespread use of herbicides. and napalm 
dropped by the Portuguese military in the 
liberated zones in an effort to starve 

the people -- and therefore FRELIMO -- 
into submission. 

The Role of Women in FRELIMO

en to approach other women; and second, 
the men are more easily convinced of the 
important role of women when confront- 
éd with the unusual sight of confident

The War Itself 

In response to the "guerilla" offen- 
sive in northern Mozambique, Portugal 
has strengthened its ties with the min- 
ority racist governments of Rhodesia and 
South Africa, 

One of the joint undertakings of the 
three regimes has been the building of the 
Cabora Bassa dam, a massive hydro- 
electric project on the Zambezi River. 
It is designed to provide much needed 
power to South Africa in particular, It 
is also strategically located in such a 
manner that upon completion it could 
play a vety effective role in blocking 
FRELIMO' s progress southward. 

The Portuguese claim they have the 


support of the Mozambique people for Cab- 


ora Bassa because it is helping to develop 


the country, On the other hand, FRELIMO 


(recognized in 1972 by UN General 
Assembly as being "the authentic rg el 
sentatives of the true aspirations of the 
people there”) has rejected the ky gy 
claims, and in fact the dam site has be- 
come the target of a new front opened 
late last year, 

This new front also seriously threatens 
the rich sugar estates of the lower Zam- 


bezi, the Gonongosa game reserve (tour- 
ist centre) and the Beira- Rhodesia road 
and railwav. 


World Reaction 

In 1960 and again in 1972, the Un- 
ited Nations General Assembly condemn- 
ed the pain. gt presence in Mozam- 
bique, Angola and Guinea Bissau and 
registered protests against the atrocities 
which were being committed by the 
Portuguese troo 

Several of the United Nations agen- 
cies (FAO, ILO, WHO, UNESCO) pro- 
vide financial and other support for re- 
construction and development, literacy 
training, medical ho ae es, etc, for use 
by FRELIMO within the liberated zones, 

Finacial and other support is also 
received from the World Council of 
Churches, the YWCA, CUSO, OXFAM, 
and Development and Peace, 

Sweden, Holland, Denmark, the 
Soviet Union, China, Australia and a 
number of independent African nations 
(eg. Tanzania) also provide aid directly 
to the liberated zones under FRELIMO, 
and Canada is currently looking at ad- 
opting a similar policy. In the case of 
the Soviet Union, na and Tanzania, 
much needed military aid and training 
for FRELIMO are also being given, 

9 On the other hand, Portugal continues 


.to receive military training and arms 


from its NATO (of which Canada is a 
member) allies, Of late, it has received 
Harvard fighter jets and Puma helicop- 
ters (previously used by the United 
States in Viet Nam), the latter being 
of particularly effective use in anti- 
guerilla warfare, 

Ironically, NATO claims that iss 
aid to Portugal is only being used in 
Europe, not for the purpose of maintain- 
ing the colonial war effort. 

Muitinational corporations also play 
a significant role in maintaining Portu- 

ese presence in the colonies, Alcan 

of Canada, for example, is providing 
a significant portion of the materials 
wer in the construction of the Cabora 
Bassa dam. In Angola, Gulf Oil is act- 
ive in the Cabinda area, These, com- 
bined with the profits of various cash 
crops (coffee, sisal, cotton, cashewnuts) 
provide Portugal with the income which 
allows her to allocate 51% of her GNP 
to military expenditures each year,

But according to Harry Finlay, re- ~ 
lations with the foots townsfolk are now 
much better. 

Members of the band and local res- 
idents both are now united in saving 
Perth.

Perth County's animosity towards Co- 
lumbia records began when the company 
began to impinge on the artistic manage- 
ment of the group.

As far as members of Perth County are 
concerned, the big record companies 
are merely “engaged in selling plastic", 
they really don't care about the product 
they're selling.

of Manitoba drafted a declaration voicing 
their discontent with the current state 

of the Canadian film industty, the week 
of Feb. 9. 

The producers directors, writers, 
and lobbyists were here for the second 
annual Canadian Film Symposium, held 
as part of the university’s Festival of 
Life and Learning. : 

The declaration, called by its authors 
The Winnipeg Manifesto, will be sent 
to the Secretary of State, Hugh Falkner. 
At asserts in part:.. 

"the present situation of film produc- 
tion/distribution/exhibition works to 
the extreme disadvantage of the Canad- 
ian filmmaker and film audience. " 

Peter Pearson, director of “Paperback 
- Hero" and Chairperson of the Council of 
Canadian Filmmakers, stated the "pale 
American" pictures made in Canada 
have proven this. Films like "Neptune 
Factor” and “Groundstar Conspiracy" 
that just happened to be made in this 
country by Americans must not-constit- 
ute Canada's film industry, he said. 

The manifesto further stated that 
Canadians "must create our own system 


to allow filmmakers the option of wor- 
king in the creative milieu of their cho- 
ice,” 

The filmmakers called on the federal

Alice Hansen, director of the Boyle 
Street Co-op, told POUNDMAKER that 
area residents can pet help with their 
income tax forms from the social wor- 
kers at the Co-op (10348 - 96 Street). 
She said that there has been some talk 
of setting up a fund to make cash pay- 
ments for T~-4 slips. 

Such a project has been started in 
Winnipeg. The Community Income 
Tax Service set up there provides help

gives loans to needy claimants at the 
rate of 1% per month. 


The Taxation Division of the Depart- 


ment of National Revenue (9820-107

At Ray's Income Tax Service I found 
out that sometimes people attempt to 
sell them phony T-4 slips. 

Yes, it is conceded that quick-cash 
services run a considerable risk in their 
business. : 


In an attempt to obtain a more equi- 
table deal, I oftpred to produce evidence 
of my reliability, such as last year's in- 
come tax return, and evidence as to 
where I was and what I was doing during 
periods of unemployment. 

I was told, specifically by Q& R, 
Wilfts, and Spot Cash that such evidence 
was "no proof" that I was giving them 
all of my T-4 slips or that I wasn't being 
te-assessed by the government on my 
last year’s income tax. ; 

“The good customers have to pay for 
the ones that I lose on", said the man at 
Spot Cash, 

Wilf*s Income Tax Service showed 
me a re-assessment they had received 
that day. The person in question had d 
dealt with Wilf's in 1972, and Wilf*s had 
recovered all of the man's expected re- 
turn. They cashed his T-4 slip again this 
year and sent his return to Ottawa, a: 
ing to recover approximately $250. The 
re-assessment notice ordered Wilf*s to 
pay approximately $220. They will re- 
cover only about $30 as opposed to the 
po - $170 they paid to the client in 
cas 


However, consider these facts: Ray’s 
operates two offices within three blocks 


ot one another. Q & R Income Tax Ser- 
vices, Mike's, and Spot Cash have offi- 
ces in both Calgary and Edmonton. 
Mike's and Spot Cash are owned by the 
same person. It seems that some, people 
find the quick-cash business an exceed= 
ingly profitable one. 

It is therefore difficult to believe 
these firms when they offer the excuse 
of “high risk" for not paying an equit- 
able amount for a client’s T-4 slips. 

The other reasons I heard, namely 
Ble overheads" (electricity, rent, etc.) 
and high competition ("9 offices in 4 
blocks"), also sound like so much white- 
wash, 

It is quite clear that the only legiti- 
mate reason for overcharging people for 
this quick cash service is the high profit 
motive, or to use the old-fashioned word 
--greed, 

The tax discounters have the needy 
person over a barrel. Most of the clients 
of these firms have no other (legal) me- 
thods of obtaining cash in a hurry. Often 
they have no weak uot F are unemployed, 
and have_no fixed address. Loan agencies 
will not touch them with a ten-foot pole. 

The tax discounters know and utilize 
the fact that much of their clientele has 
only two choices; take it, or leave it. 

In time of financial stress, the needy 
person has only one choice: take it

Nevertheless 
POUNDMAKER learned that one tax 
discounter was buying UIC cheques at 
two thirds their face value. 

One of the most unpopular tax buy- 
ers is Mike*s Income Tax Service (9611 
104 Avenue), possibly because it is 
open all year round. Mike's is owned 
by Mike Crassman, who also owns 
Spot Cash (10271 - 97 Street) and two 
similar outlets in Calgary. 

Crassman's Calgary operations were 
raided by the RCMP two years ago and 
thousands of documents were seized. 

As a result Crassman was charged with 
several violations of the Small Loans 
Act as well as lending money without 
a license; however, he has been able 
to stay in business. 

Q & R Income Tax Service (10343 
97 Street) also has a Calgary branch 
which was the subject of an RCMP raid. 

Feeling in the Boyle Street commun- 
ity towards the tax buyers found expres- 
sion recently when one dissatisfied cus- 
tomer smashed all the windows in Ray's 
Income Tax Service at 10336 96 Street.
